THE ROYAL LADIES OF EUROPE. 


The following extract’ from the London 
News is a striking but most sad picture of 
the royal households of Europe. It shows 
by examples fresh in the view of the world, 
that sorrow and death invade the palaces of | 
kings, as often as the cottages of the poor: 

„Of the three reigning Queens, one (our 
own) has fulfilled every rational anticipa- 
tion of twenty years ago, both as to her}: 
conduct and her experience. There is one 
happy Queen, though not exactly in the 
seuse of always parading in ber crown, and 
playing all day long as children imagine. 
Another, the Gibes of Portagal, has died 


from the troubles always ocearring in her 
retrograde little kingdom, and among her 
factious people. The lot of the Queen of 
Spain no one would envy. Oivil war and 
personal danger, throughout her childhood, 
and more than ordinary royal misfortune in 
the deepest of personal interests, were a 
dreary beginoing; and it is needless to point 
out how little enjoyment. she bas of response 
of mind, of respect and attachment from. 
ber subjects, or of satisfaction from the 
world in general, aud her own people in 
particular. 

“Turning from the reigning Queens to 
the Consorts, what a melancholy scene it is! 
Some have died young—as the Queen of. 
Sardinia—snatched away before her hus- 
band’s greatness could be even dimly fore- 
seen; the young Queen of Portugal, almost 
before she had taken ber seat in her bus- 
band’s kingdom and home; ang the Queen 
of the Belgians, grieving ‘to leave her bus- 
band to a second widowhood, in a situation 
of political difficulty, the more anxious for 
being uncertain and obscure. We cannot 
but give a thought here to her sister-in-law ; 
for, f bealked of her supposed destiny, the| 
late Duchess of Orleans was regarded ae 
first the wife and then the mother of a 
Sovereign of France. There is no need to 
describe her disappointments. and sorrows, 
any more than her abilities and her virtues. 
| Not permitted to be regal, she was à truly 
noble royal lady in her day, showing herself 
equally able to suffer and to act. 

“The late Empreas of Russia lived long 
after the world expected ber to die worn 
out. Needing s life of tranquility and re- 
pose, she sacrificed her health to the requisi- 
tions of Court life in Russias and never 
knew peace of mind from the day of the ac- 
cession of the Emperor Nicholas. The 
Queen of Prussia is surviving ber husband 
in another way, and is suffering more, per- 
haps, than her late sister-in-law, in a differ- 
ent way. She sees the King dead in mind, 
while alive in body; and she is understood 
to watch with angry grief, the overthrow of 
the barriers which he up for resimance 
to liberalism in Prussia.
